Russian Papers Guarded In Accounts 
of Partlament. 

St. Petersburg, May 1.—With the 
exception of the Novoo Vremya, which 
holds itself outside of the ordinary. 
press restrictions, not one of the morn- 
ing papers yesterday ventured to re 
port Monday’s debate on the Govern- 
ment’s’ recruiting Lill in} the Lower 
House of Parliament, feating suspen- 
sion, and in their accounts of the ex- 
ecutive session of the House referred 
ouly guardedly to the conflict between 
the House and the Government. 

The Rech organ of the Constitution- 
a! Democrats, seminarizing the work 
of, the Lower House up to the pres- 
ent, says:—“‘In spite of enormous 
difficulties and much friction, the 
Douina has made considerable pro- 
gress, having organized fifteen com- 
mnittees to handle the principal prob- 
lems of social reconstruction. A num- 
ber of projects are ready for presenta- 
tion to the House, including reforms 
of the courts, providing for the in- 
violability of the person, and several 
financial lawa which wil} be taken up 
immediately after the Easter recess, 
while a measure providing for reli- 
gious liberty and other laws will be 
reported at the end of May,”* 

President Golovin is quoted by the 
Stovo yesterday as saying:—"The 
conditions are now so ¢hanged that 
there is no prospect of an early dis- 
solution of Parliament, and there is 
ground to hope that the Lower House 
will display creative activity resulting 
in the enactment of tho necessary re- 
forms."* 

The Rossia, Ministerial, remarks:— 
“Tho Douma is daily losing authority 
in the eyes of the people, owing to 
the absence of a working majority, 
but there is an under curfent of hope 
that the Constitutional Democrats will 
be fible to create a safe majority, and 
redeem the situation.

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BAD MINING DISASTER 


Serious Exploston in Whipple 
Mine at Scarboro. 


‘ 


One Hundred Miners Entombed— 
Many Escape Through Emergency 
Stairway—Boss Was Left In the 
Mine—Many Seriously tnjured— 
Caused By Firing Heavy Shot— 
Bodies Being Taken Out. 


Hinton, W. Va.. May 2.—An explo- 
sion oceurred in the Whipple Mine at 
Scarboro, Fayette County yesterday, 
entombing nearly 100 miners. Fiity- 
one men escaped through the emer 
gency stairway and reached the sur- 
lace, but it is believed that 4/7 are 
still entombed with little chance of 
escape. 

Of those who escaped some wer 
seriously injured, but all will reeoy- 
er. Isanc Pelter, the mine boss, was 
left in the mine. He waa closing up 


“the air courses in an effort to tore: 


in fresh air for those remaining in 
the mine. He expected to follow his 
men out, but nothing further has been 
heard of him. 

The Whipple Mine is within two 
miles of the Stuart Mine, which ex- 
ploded Jan. 29, killing #0 men. Both 
mines are owned by the White Oak 
Fucl Co. The mine is one of the best 
equipped in this field, and has always 
been considered safe. 

The cage and shaft were damaged, 
but were in operation at 9 o'clock last 
night, and the work of taking out the 
bodies will continue throughout the 
night. 

The cause of the explosion was prob- 
ably the result of firing a heavy shot 
at the {aco of the workings. 





Gorky Was Not There. 

Rome, May 2.—The police forbade 
a-public meeting here yeate or- 
ganized by the Socialists to com- 
memorate May Day, at which Maxim 
Gorky had promised to speak.

Premier Deakin Suggests Com- 
‘mittee Of Experts. 


Purchasing ‘Power of British Empire an Enormous 
Asset--Australian Opinion Towards Prefererice-- 
Question Should Be Taken Out of Party Politics 
--A Scientific 1 ariff--Methods Should 

Be Changed. ° 


London, May 3.—The unpena cun- 
ference yesterday's precia is“preceded 
by a note from the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, announcing that at’ 
Premicr Deakin’s request a summary 
of the first portion of the Premier's 
address, delivered Tuesday, is includ 
ed (with some corrections). The com- 
ment is superfluous. 

It appears from a re-issued precis 
that Deakin opened the question from 
almost an entirely academic point of 
view. 

After a retrospect on the progress of 
the preference movement, which was 
commenced at the very first confer- 
ence in 1887, by Hofmeyer, Cape Col- 
ony, he argued that all trade being 
based og mutual profit, there should 
be trade in preference and went on te 
show how foreign imports to the Col 
onies had shown increasingly higher 

reentage than British imports dur- 
ing the ast 50 years. 

An Enormous Asset. 

The commonwealth Premier said 
the purchasing power of the British 
empiré was an “enormous asset, and 
should be used unitedly. He contend- 
ed that if retaliation was in prospect. 
the powers discriminating against 
tritain and her Colonies would de- 
sire to treat especially with those 
countrics doing a large export trade 
with the empire. 

The commonwealth could not nabol- 
ich its: customs tariff, but diserimins 
tion was possible, and the advants 
given to British goods would enal 
them to replace fore 
thus bring about a k 
the trade between Britain 
tralia. 

It was te be anticipated that a dav 
would soon arrive when there would 
be a committee of experts, whose duty 
it would be to review the trade of the 
enipire as a whole. with a view of 
inereasing the trade ‘between the 
various constituent parts. 

Towards Prefsrence. 

The opinion in Xustralia was stead- 
fly moving towards preference, though 
the hope of an early grant of recipro- 
city by the mother country had never 
been strong enough te encourage them 
to elaborate a plan of mutual conces- 
sions. The revision of customs tariff 
by the new Parliament would give an 
opportunity of reconsidering — every- 
thing, including a provision limiting 
the preference to whitemanned Brit 
ish ships. 

Premicr Déakin concluded that 
there should be a preference in popu- 
lation as well as in trade, a preference 
also in the channels of trad «1 that 
the muintenance of all these links be- 
tween the different portions of the em- 
pire would stimulate and embody a 
sentiment of unity in the empire. 
which would décide its destiny. 

Sir Joseph Ward urged that the 
question should be taken out of the 
arena of party politics. Preference was 
not to be confused with protection, 
ns competition between the Colonies 
would suffice to keep prices at a nor 
maf level. Australasin was the third 
best customer for profacts from the 
United Kingdom and it should be 
remembered that Britain’s outward 
trade to continental countries was al- 
most, if not quite, at its limit, while 
the Colonies were only beginning 
their expansion. He suggested assist- 
ance in shipping communication by 
outsiders at the opening of the Sucz 
Canal, in which:New Zealand would 
take ita part. New Zealand would also 
do its best in the matter of bringing 
Australasia within 30 days of the 
United Kingdom via Canada. 

Dr. Jameton Endorses. 

Dr. Jameson endorsed every word 
of Denkin. He advocated prefitence 
as an’ experiment, and did: not ask 
the Home Government.to change the 
impcrial fiscal policy, but change the 
methods. He felt sure that the opinion 
of the workingmen of the United King. 
dom waa that under preference they 
would gain. :

Footballer’s Airship. 

Mr. T. Coop, of Harrow, who a few 
years ago played for two scasons as 
“fall back” for England, in interna- 
tional Rugby football, is now seeking 
international fame as the inventor of 
a businesslike flying machine. f 

He has put together an ingenious 
and simple model, which follows 





Jules Verne’s plan of revolving wings 


as the incans of lifting the machine 
in the air. 

“If the iden is no good you may 
take the machine out and trample on 
it.” Mr. Coop said cheerfully when 
Major Baden-Powell inspected the 
model. “If it is any good, I will go 
on and make the real thing.” 

Major Baden-Powell, who is rn au- 
thority on ballooning. gaid that Mr. 
Coop seemed to have fadapted the 
right principle for a Workable flying 
machine. Before long Mr. Coops hopes 
to put his working model to the test. 

Jules Verne’s imaginary airship had 
a solid body, which was raised by 
many revolving horizontal screws 
In Mr. Coop's model there are two 
large horizontal screws, or sets of 
wings, which revolve in opposite di- 
rections on the same upright axis. 
one set above the other. The body of 
the machine, which is like a boat, 
hangs below from a long horizontal 
beain, on which are to be placed two 
20 h.p. motors. Mr. Coop calculates 
that the motors will drive the wings 
at 500 revolutions per minute, giving 
sufficient lifting power to raise three 
men. «+ . 

The machine will be driven forward 
by a vertical screw at the rear of the 
motor beam. There is also a vertical 
screw amidships at each side of the 
main beam, for the purpose of coun- 
teracting side winds. Guiding is ef- 
fected by means of a rudder.

“The wolf will not venture on glare 
ice; he never crosses a lake until there 
fs enough snow to hide the ice.

FORCES THAT MOVE THE AIR. 


A 





Contrasts In Temperature, High and 
Low Pressure and a Law of Nature 
Called’ the Doflecting Force of tho 
Earth's Rotation. ; 


It is a matter of common observa- 
tion that when the window of a warm 
room Is opened on a still winter night 
the cold alr froin without rushes into 
the room, Nearer the celling the 
warmer alr is forced out of the win- 
dow, thus completing a general atmos- 


. pheric cjreulation ona miniature scale. 


These currents of alr, which might 
properly be called wind, would not 
occur if tho alr within doors was’ not 
warmer and consequently lighter than 
the air without, 

The range In temperature between 
the equator and the north pole amounts 
in’ winter to considerably more than, 
100 degrees F., and in summer the 
contrast is also great. Moreover, in 
summer the continents are warmer 
than the oceans, but in winter the re- 
verse Is true. Three examples will 
serve fo illustrate how such contrasts 
affect the winds of the world. 

At the equator the temperature aver- 
nges about 80 degrtes throughout the 
year. Consequently the lower alr flows 

from regions of ‘bigh pressure on 


cach side, forming what are known as Jy 


the trades. These winds cover nearly 
one-half of tho carth’s surface and 
blow, with much steadiness the year 
round, 

‘The monsoons, or “seasons! winds,” 
of India and the Indian ocean are the 
most Interesting of their class. In 
summer the cooler ocean alr pushes In 
toward the land, while the warmer alr 
«over the continents rises to a consid- 
erable height and then flows out to 

forming 2 systematic circulation 
“petween ocean and continent. In win- 
ter the ocean is warmer than the con- 
“tinent,-and- the-»winds~-reverse—-thelr. 
direction. 

The “land and sea breezes” occur 
with moch regularity near large bodies 
of water in some parts of the world. 
‘The ocean is cooler than the Innd dur- 
{ug the day and warmer at night, caus- 
ing on a small scale a daily Inter 
change of alr similar'to that caused 
by the monsoons, 2 


A clear knowledge of the term “alr 


pressure” fs very helpfal In studying 
the causes of wind. Air, Ike a stone, 
presses against the ground—in otber 
words, it has weight. amounting to no 
less than 2,137 pounds upon every 
square foot of the earth's surface at 
sea Jevel—but, unlike a stone, the at- 
mogphere Js clastic to a high degree 
anf also presses In all other directions. 

On account of this elasticity of the 
air, certain forces which arise from 
differences in temperature and the 
earth's rotation cause It to become 
dense or heavy in some regions and 
rure or light In otaer regions. 

It Is the effort of the atmosphere to 
overcome tbese pressure differences 
nnd resume a state of equal density 
that causes the winds to blow. 

The column of mercury in 2 barome- 
ter tube Is always just balancing a 
column of alr of the same diameter, 
reaching from the barometer to the 
top of the atmosphere. If the air is 
dense the mercury will of course stand 
high In the tabe, and to express this 
condition we use the term “bigh 
pressure,” but if the'air is rare the 
mercory will stand low In the tube, 
and we then use the'term “low pres- 


, Sure.” 


Over the United States, Canada and 
other parts of the world the pressure 
is ascertained each day at numerous 
stations, ‘Ihe barometer readings, ©x- 


pressed in inches of mercury, are tele 


graphed to a central point avd there 
charted on a map, The exact regions 
where the pressure is high or low 
may then be scen at a glance. It has 
been ‘learned from such observations 
that these areas are constantly moving 
eastward at an average rate of about 
400 miles per das. 

Technically tye low pressure areas 
are called “eqfrones” and the high 
pressure areas “anticyclones.” They 
are frequently 1,000 or more miles in 
diameter. ‘The Uttle storms of great 
destructive force so often called cy- 
clones are really tornadoes, 

The higher the pressure in any par- 
ticular region relative to some other 
region the greater will be the velocity 
of the wind. ‘The winds blow much 
faster In winter than In summer, be- 
cause the greater contrasts of tempera- 
ture cause more decided differences In 
pressure, = 

Observations demonstrate, however, 
tbat the wind never blows in straight 
lines, because all bodies of gir when 
in motion are acted upon by a law of 
nature called the “deflecting force of 


the earth's rotation.” This force turns | 


all wind to the right of its course in 
the northern hemlgphere and’ to the 
left in the southern.

Transparent Smugglers. 

The resourceful French government 
is experimenting with X rays-as a 
means to detect smugglers. So suc 
cessful have tho trials been that it Is 
announced that the X ray machincs 
will probably in the near future be a 
fixture {no the most important enstoms 
houses. The rays ure applied without 
the removal of any of the clothing of 
the suspect, and they reveal contra- 
band articles hidden anywhere upon 
bis person, even In the hollow heel of 
his shoe. Watches were found in lin- 
ings of men’s coats and women’s skirts, 
Jewelry of all kinds in the coils of wo- 
men’s hair and a little locketuunder a 
man's tonguc. Thé process is simple 
and rapid. The reports show that 1€7 
persons can be examined in forty-five 
miautes, About ,the only things of 
value that could escape detection are 
laces and cloths.—Cleveland Plain 
Dealer.

It costs New Yorkers $31 a head to 
be governed. In Philadelphia and in 
Chicago it costs only $13 a head, and 
citizens are provided with police, fire, 
sauitary and other protection common 
to large cities. In Buffalo the figure is 
$12; In Washington, Bridgeport, Sche- 
nectady and citics of that sort $11 per 
capita pays the tax; In Houston, Tex. 
the chargo is under $10; In lively Los 
Angeles, $7,560; Scranton and Seattle 
each collect $6.50, and Nashville, Tenn, 
is at the bottom of the list of progress- 
ive cities with a taxation of about $¢ 
per capita, Jess than one-fifth of New 
York's rate. The average city tax 
throughout the country {s prothbly be- 
tween $10 and $11 per capita, or al- 
most efactly the amount by which 
New York has raised its per capita 
figure in only nino years.—Broadway 
Magazine.

Hong Kong, May 4.—Great destruc- 
tion of life and property was caused 
at Canton Thursday eveiting by the 
explosion of a gunpowder magazine. 
Twonty-one bodies have already been 
recoyored from the ruins. Hundreds 
of persons were injured. Fiftcen build- 
ings were razed, and over a hundred 
others were wrecked. 

A. section, two hundred feet long, 
of the massive city wall, was thrown 
down: The historical many-storied pee 
goda escaped with slight injuries. The 
officials and staffs of the hospitals aro 
doing their best to succor the suffer- 
ers. In the Shamien suburb, whére 
peseigners live, aterrific shock, caused 
by explosién, .was felt, but the 
residents were unharmed. 

Some idea of the force of the explo- 
sion may be gathered from the fact 
that the roofs of houses a mile distant 
were blown off. 

A number of important Chinese and 
foreign mercantile establishments 
were demolished. 

The bodies recovered’ [rom the 
Tuins near the magazine were shock- 
ingly mutilated. Many corpses of men 
and women were without heads. 

The officer in charge of the maga- 
zine was among those killed, and when 
the body was recovered a pipe was 
found clutched in his hands, which 
suggests the possible caure of the ex- 
plosion.

Asquith ands"aldane de- 
manding that’ the bill shall not bear 
any resemblance to home rule. Mr. 
Asquith haa gone so far as to say 
that if the bill contains anything, in 
letter or in spirit, inconsistent or in 
violation of the privileges he has 
made against home rule, he will re- 
sign, and there is little doubt that he 
would be followed by. Mr. Haldane, 
and probably other members of the 
Cabinet. 

‘The Irish council bill, which will 
bo introduced in the British House of 
Commons by Secretary for Ireland 
Birrell on Tuesday, has created a 
wide divergence of opinion. between 
the Nationalists and the Government 
officials. It is under stood that the 
proposed council will not have any 
execulive powers which f« far from 
what the Nationalists desire, and 
they will endeavor to obtain further 
concessions by amendments. 

Conferenc: of Irish Leaders, 

Faced with the impossibility of ob- 
taining an Irish Parlizment with an

Its disadvantages arise from the dan- 
“gers of loss by theft or otherwise and 
from the fact that it Jessens the Indil- 
vidual responsibility and the stimulus 
to Individual saving when compared 
with the first mentioned plan. Bat It's 
a good scheme nevertheless and vastly 
superior to the mendicant or allowance 
methods. : 


Don't Enslave Yourself. 

I never believed in the plan of giving 
all one’s sulary to one’s wife any more 
than I believe it right for the husband 
to keep all of it himself. In the first 
place, it throws upon her a burden 
that properly belongs to him, in part at 
Jeast. and. in the second place, it makes 
it necessary for him to ask ber for 
what he needs, and too often he may 
be required to explain his needs In de- 
tall before he gets it. Some men are so 
weak t they need restraint of this 
kind, and for such this method is com- 
mendable, but for a man with average 
backbone it's humiliating to Rave to 
ask his wife for money cven if he has 
voluntarily placed himself in durance. 
It reverses the position of mendicancy 
and Is harder on a man than a woman, 
because In her case it has the sanction 
of the aces.

Winston Churchill Sees Political 


_ Objections to Preference. 





Premiers Unanimously Adopt Resolutions of 1902— 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Seeks Removal of Cattle Em- 
bargo—Deciares imperial Free Trade To 
Be Impracticable-—Canada Desires To 


Keep Trade With the Empire. 


London, May 8—1C. aA. ¥.)—A 
lengthy official precis of yesterday's 
proceedings at the imperial confer- 
ence states that Winston Churchill. 
continuing the preference discussion, 
drew ‘attention to considerations of a 
political and parliamentary character. 
He said that enormous parliamentary 


difficulties .would be involved in the 
adoption a system of pgpeferenc>. 
Col: fafiairs always suffered from 


being t into the arena of party 
politics, and’ the system of preference 
would involve them in its very midst. 
Many of those who might favor pre- 
ference as an evidence of good will 
and good {feeling would recoil from 
the schedule of taxation it. would in- 
volve, as severe parliamentary criti- 
cism would be directed against these 
taxes and cvery year there would be 
an annual casting up of accounts. Onc 
could searcely conceive any process 
better calculated to manufacture 
what did not now exist in the anti- 
colonial party. 1t was possible that 
under the system of preference the 
House of Commons would be asked to 
refuse a vole of preferential duties 
until some particular colony met its 
views pon a native policy or some 
ether matter. 
One Obstacle. 

It was now open to the Home Gov- 
ermment, but it would be hardly pos- 
sible to secure recognition in this at- 
titude if members are called upon to 
vote money ‘to *their constituents, 
while if ever a day came when the 
elections demanded in overwhelming 
majority the removal of tha food tax, 
which could not ba removed without 
consultations and agreements with 
Governments and Parliaments all over 
the globe, a shock and wrench would 
be administered to the structure of 
the empire, such as it had never be- 
fore sustained. 

Political objections to preference 
were insuperable and even at the con- 
ference it had been the apple of dis- 
cord. é 

Sir Wilfrid’ Laurier observed that 
Canada stood by the resolutions in 
1908, and {free trade within the em- 
pire had been suggested, but this was 
impossible because the United King- 
dom was not prepared to limit free 
trade to the empire. The Colonies were 
not prepared to accept {ree trade even 
within its boundaries. In Canada that 
policy was impracticable, as it is ne- 
cessary for her to have customs du- 
ties as a main ‘source of revenue. 
Canada had given British preference: 
deliberately and had no cause to te 
ge it, and Mr, Asquith had not giveis 

anada all the credit to which he 
(Laurier) thought she was entitled. In 
inaking a comparison” which showed 
no great advantage to British goods. 

The’ Influence of U.S. 
_ He dwelt on the effect of the proxim- 
ity of a nation like the Unitel States, 
and said it was not a matter — for 
gurprise that their trade with that 
country had increased, but so far as 
they could they had done everything 
to keep trade within the empire. They 
had built canals and railways. from 
cast to west, they had taken jcare 
to assist the principle of mutual trade 
s0 far as legislation could do it. He 
proceeded to move that the resolu- 
tions of 1902 be continued. 
"The Cottle Embarso. ‘ 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said there was 
one matter to which he must refer 
and that was the exclusion of Cana- 
dian live cattle from this country. 
They thought there was no justifica- 
tion on the ground of the sanitary 
condition of their cattle, and they re- 
sisted the measure as an ‘injustice. 
In the interests of good relations in 
the Empire, he‘ thought it necessary 
to invite the Home Government to 
consider the question seriously. 

Mr. Asquith observed that as a-pri- 
vate member of Parliament he fad 
u the Canadian view in question. 
He would undertake thatthe matter 
should bo considered by the Board of 
Agriculture with the seriousness 
which it merited.

TO AMEND THE LORDS. 


Qualification by Service—House to Be 
Partly Elective. 

London, May 8.—The discussion in 
the House of Lords Manday night was 
devoted to Lord Newton’s bill pro- 
posing the reconstitution of the House 
on a partly elective basis. He seeks 
to remove the excessive preponderance 
of hereditary peers by stipulating 
qualification through service to the 
State or previous election, and he pro- 
vides for a certain number of elected 
peers and for the nomination by the 
Crown of life peers, these not to ex- 
ceed one hundred in number. 

Th House, as well as the galleries,

- On Coast Of Uruguay.  - 





Montevideo, Uruguay, May 9.—The 
French transports -Maritimes stceam- 
er Poitou from Marseilles April 6 for 
this’ port, has been wrecKed off San_ 


Tose Ignacio, on| the coast of Uru- 
‘guay. She is understood to have had 
300 rs'on board, and ‘accord- 


ing to the latest reports which have 
doen received here nearly 20) of these 
have been res and are on their 
way here. 

vessel and her cargo probably 
will be a total loss. The casualty list 
has “cen placed at 100, but this has 
not been corroborated. A number of 
steamers havo Ieft here for the scene 
of the wreck, and the Government is 
doing everything possible to succor 
the puree persons. 

San Jose Ignacio, or Punta Piedras 
Point, is a small rocky promontory 
surrounded by reefs, 21 miles west 
of Cape St. Mari, on:the southeastern 
coast of Uraguay and about 150 miles 
from Montevideo. “The vessel was 
driven on the rocks Tuesday. She lies 
thirty yards from shore near a town 
called Rincon de Herrero. A heavy 
‘gale haa been blowMng for several 
days and it still continues. This ren- 
~ders the work of rescue very diflicult. 

Tugs {rom the locality were unable 
to approach the Poitou and had to 
run to the nearest harbors for shcl- 
ter. ' Despite the heavy sea, hevever. 
about 200 of those on board reached 
the shore in ‘one way or another. 

Panic occurred on board the vease! 
when she grounded and a number of 
the terror-stricken pedple jumped 
overboard. According to one report, 
a number of women were forced to 
remain below the hatches. Some of 
those who jumped managed to awim 
ashore, but many were drowned, 

It is known that customs officers 
at Rincon de Herrero saved fifty pas- 
songers. The dwellers-on the coast 
are doing all possible to help the dis- 
tressed to get ashore, and afte taking 
the best care of those that reached 
the land.  Thitse still on board the 
vessel can be seen from the shoro 
making despairing signals. The Uru- 
guayan authorities: hate sent a num- 
ber of doctors to the scene of the 
wreck.

Free Fishing on Lakes. 

Writing from Detroit, Mieh., a cor- 
respondent says: “‘It is a singular fact 
that while the State and Federal Gov- 
ernmenta cach spend tens of thous- 
ands of dollars annually planting fish 
in the Great Lakes, commercial fish-+ 
ermen, whether residents or non-resk- 
dents of the state, pay not a single 
dollar in taxes or other fees “for the 
privilege of taking fish. If an Amer- 
can tug goes over the. border and is 
caught taking fish in Canadian wat- 
ers it is liable to be fired on by the> 
Canadian revenue cutter, “and nets, 
‘confiscated. Canadian commercial fish- 
ermen, on the other hand, are free 
to fish anywhere in American watera 
of the lakes during the open season. 
To ‘meet these conditions, Senator 
Bing has introduced in the State Lez- 
islature @ bill to exact a tax of $200 
on every non-resitent fishing tug with 
a steam lift, and $100 for non-resident 
tugs without « lift. Resident tugs 
with hb steam lift are to pay $25, 
and $10 if they have no lifts. The 
Dill, "if passed, will hit hard the Booth 
Co. fish trust .on the Great Lakes, 
both in Canads and Michigan.” «

ng schooners, A weck or two should 
see them home again if they hare 
good luck, but often they are caught 
in the ice and are absent from home 
several’ weeks at a time.

Not one of the schooners that set 
out last month from the-north shore 
of the gulf after tho seals has’ yet 
been heard from but this does not 
necessarily spell death or disaster,

The blossoms‘ of 
lady's tresses are twisted like a brald 
of hair. The Sowers of the foxglore 
are Ike the fingers of a glove. The: 
name foxglove Is. saki to be a corrup- 
tion of “folk’s glore™ or “fairy's glove.” 
<Aster meann star and received its name 
from the starlike rays of this flower. 
Dalsy is really “day's eye.” Dandelion 
means Hon's tooth. Do yon think the 
‘uame is appropriate for this notched, 
ratber jagged flower? 

Anemone means “wind flower.” The 
ancmone fs so delicately poised that ft 
trembles in the alightest . breeze. 
Dutchman's breeches resemble nothing 
so much as a baggy palr.of trousers. 
Morning glories bloom only in the 
morning and féur o'clocks not until 
that hour in the afternoon. 


} _ HOISTING DEVICES. 


Machinery That Was Used In Building 
the Pyramids. 

Tlolsting machines were ased in both 
Assyria and Exypt 6,000 or more years 
azo. .In order to holst the great 
stones of the pyramids.some férm of 
derrick was employed. Probably the 
Orst construction was that which ts 
bow known to mechanics as the shear 
legs. ‘This is made of two great tim- 
Lers tied together in: the form of a 
capital A, the two ends resting on the 
Fround and a rope being run over and 
attached at the top, 

With one of these the pryamid bulki- 
ers could have ralsed large stones step 
by step, which was doubtless their 
method. We can jmagine we seo the 
great A frame leaning over an Incline 
of perbaps Ofty degrees with a block 
of stone tied on. Then a great crowd 
of men get hold of the rope on. the 
opposite side, perhaps assist! by some 
draft oxen, and all strain and pull until 
the A frame stands erect and the stone 
is swung up Into the alr, where it can 
be pushed Into the desired place. 

Such a contritance could be used to 
lift stones als or cight feet, which was 
#aficlent for the construction of the 
first pyramid. Doubticss better bolst- 
Ing devices were constructed as more 
pyramids were bullt.—Circle Magazine.

“that fifteen or twenty years are neces- 
sary to bring them Into foll bearing 
from the tinie the nut is planted, This 
ls a mistake, as trees that hnvo been 
well cared for should bear a bushel of 
nuts in ten years, and the quantity 
will increase rapidly cach sear after 
that time. : 

Some persons may enjoy raising 
these trees (from seed. To be sure, it 
is rather a slow process, but it is In- 
teresting work. When planting the 
nuts, If they have thin shells be per. 
fectly sure that they haro not dried 
out at all. The best plan fs to get 
them as soon as they ripen and plant 
them atonce. When this is not poss!- 
ble, keep them in molst sand or In 
sawdnst until they, can be started. 
Rutternuts, walnuts, hickory nuts and 
filberts. being hard shelled, will keep 
in growing condition much Jongor, but 
should be planted In the fall, as they 
germinate better when allowed to 
freeze, as that cracks the shell. 

‘The fall planting is natire’s own 
plan, nnd the nearer wo follow her 
ways the better results we may ex- 
pect.

FAST ATLANTIC SERVICE. 


May Be One of Real Results of Cofon- 
ial Conference. 


London, May 13.—However fruit- 
fess the Colonial Conference may 
seem in some respects, there is now 
every reason to believe that it will 
result in the long-hoped-for establish- 
ment of a genuine fast Atlantic steam- 
ship service. i 

It may now be stated authoritative- 
ly that a definite plan has been made, 
details worked out, and it only waits 
ratification by the two -Parliaments 
to consummate the greatest Imperial 
project of many years. 

The plan involves the formation of 
an Atlantic steamship company; the 
commissioning of vessels which will 
represent the latest developments in 
naval architecture. with a speed sof 
25 knots, and able to maintain an 
average of 24; this service to be 
subsidized by the British and Cana- 
dian Governments, each to pay prob- 
ably $1,000,000 per year for ten-years. 
It also involves the Australian Com- 
motiwealth and New Zealand joining 
in the project by subsidizing the Pa- 
cifie seryice, which ‘would then be 
increased from 13 to 18 knots, and 
extended to take in New Zealand and 
Australia,

Are Long Missing 





Believed to Have Gone to Bottom--Frightful Storms 


Have Damaged French Fleet—Four Vessels Sail, 
Only Two Return--Badly Damaged--Prob- 
ably One Hundred Children Left. 
Fatheriless. 





Halifax, May 15.—News comes from 
St. Pierre Miquelon.of what is believ- 
ed to be one of the greatest tragedies 
ia the history of the unfortunate 
French colony at the entrance of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. Two fishing ves- 
sels, carrying crews totalling forty 
men, are believed to have gone to the 
bottom in the storma of April. Un 
April 3 last four schooners fully man- 
ned, left St. Pierre for the fishing 
banks. Among the number were Lu 
Blanche, Captain Girandin, and Ste. 
Maric, Captain Lafieme. Since then 
nothing has been heard of these ves- 
sels or their crews. The other two cralt 
returned shortly after their departure, 
haVing encountered severe storms, in 
which all their gear was lost. After 
effecting soneits both vessels again 
started for the banks, but were a sec 
ond time overcome by the storms and 
compelled to retutn to St. Pierre in 
greatly damaged condition. It is fear- 
ed that both La Blanche and Ste. 
Marie foundered in one of these 
storms with all hands. If these fears 
are well-founded forty’ men, all of 
whom were married, have perished. 
It is said that one hundréd children 
will be left fatherless. Scarcely a sea- 
son passes without disaster overtak- 
ing the French fishing fleet operating 
from St. Pierre. Many of, the fisher- 
men come annually from France to 
prosecute the industry, bringing their 


-| families with them. 





A ONE-DAY STRIKE. 





Factories Idle On Russian May Day— 
Employes Donated Wages. 

St. Petersburg, May 15.—The work- 
men of St. Petersburg generally cele- 
brated the Russian May Day Monday 
with a one day's strike. The authori- 
ties had announced that a cessation 
of work there would be punished. by 
a general lockout, but- the workmen 
voted to give their day’s earnings to 
the fund for idle workmen. 

Street car service was suspended on 
several of the lines, and most of the 
newspapers announced the suspension 
of their afternoon or Wednesday 
morning editions, owing to the strike 
of their compositors. No disorders 
had been reported up to noon. The 
few districts in regard to which the 
authorities were apprehensive were 
patrolled by detachments of infantry 
and cavalry, and forces of troopers 
were held in readiness for emergen- 
cies elsewhere, 





A FEMALE TERRORIST. 





Madame Fromkina, Tries to Murder 
Prison Inspector. 

Moscow, May 15—Madame From- 
kina, who was arrested in the lobby 
of the Opera House here March 1, 
having in her possession an auto- 
matic revolver charged with poisoned 
bullets, and who was believed to be 
waiting for Gencral Rheinbot, the 
Prefect of Police, with the intention 
of making an attempt to assassinate 
him, was later recognized as an es- 
caped terrorist, who had been exiled 
to Siberia for making an attempt on 
the life of General Novitsky, chief of 
the gendarmerie of Kiev. The woman 
yesterday made an attempt to murder 
the inspector of the political prison 
here, While she was being examined 
by the inspector, Madame Fromkink 
fired at and wounded him with a re- 
volver which had been’ mysteriously 
smuggled into her cell. 





RURAL GUARDS DISARMED. 


Overpowered by Peasants in Bernsk, 
District of Russia. 
Simbirsk, Péfssia, May 15.—A strong 
revolutionary and agrarian movement 
is now in progress in the province. It 
originated in*a rural strike in. tho 
Bernsk district. Rural guards were 
sent there to restore order, fired on a 
mob of i ppeaania: but were overpow- 
cred and djsarmed, the vice-chief of 
the district and several guards being 
severely wounded. In spite of the de- 
spatch of Cossacks to the scene, the 
movement rapidly spread throughout 
the province and a minor state of mar- 
tial law was proclaimed. A secret 
congress of the peasant leaders is 

now in session here.«

This excuse 
is not considered honest, since Japan 
is fully aware of China's helplessness 
to enforce neutrality, while Japan, in 
regard to the abuse of the neutrality, 
is considered equally guilty, Russia 
holds much appropriated property, 
which has been. given to Japanese 
traders without any compensation to 
China.

The D'Estes_ family was of the 
baughiest in Chiiombla. Papa D'Estds 
was'a retired dictator, not yet enterod 
into. that permanent rest which the 
cemetery affonls fo most Spanish- 
American patriots at or before the 
cod of thelr ‘official careers. Ils best 
energies were pow engrossed in’ cre- 
mating malodorous clgarros and In ir 
Tigating, certain ‘arid! tracts of his in- 
terior with aguardiente. Mamma D'Es- 
tes does not count in thid story save 
as the parent of seven sons and ono 
daughter enumerated below. 

There were, Brother Alfonso, who 
was destined for the presidency, and 
Brother Juan, for the generalship of 
the army, and Brother Leon, for the 
archbishopric, ‘and so on through the 
ist to Uttle Brother Cristofero, who 
‘was to fill some older brother's place 
should any elect a foreign minister- 
ship Instead of service at home.

ENGLISHMEN'S STORY DENIED.

Mobile’s Regulation of £ e Earl 
“+, . ) Inthe Last Century. 

In the latter half of the seventeenth 
and the carly part of the eighteenth 
centuries tho regulation of the price of 
bread by public authority was « famil- 
lar principle in the English colonies of 
America. -In New Haren, for instnnce, 
the weight of the penny loaf was regu- 
lated -by law about 1600, and in 1606 
the Massachusetts general also 
provided a regular assize, Oixlag the 
weight of the loaf according to the 
price of Sour. At yvatious times dur- 
ing the first quarter of the cightoenth 
century the selectmen of Boston tike- 
wise performed this duty. Bi, 

It is Interesting, howerer, to note a 
survival or perhsps a reviral, of this 
principle as late as the ninetrenth cen- 
tury In the town of Mobile, a place 
whose economic history Is marked by 
many pecullar features, After tifty- 
two years of French, seventeen years 
of English and thirty-three years of 
Spanish rulé Moblie came under the 
control of the United States rgovern- 
ment In April, 1813, and was*ipcluded 
in the Mississipp! territory. On Jan. 
20, 1814, by an act of the territorial 
legislature the town received a charter 
of Incorporation, and at:two meetings 
of the Inhabitants, on March 11 and 
14, the municipal government was or- 
ganized and the charter publicly read 
in English and In French. The popula- 
tion at this tlne was composed of 
French, English and Irish elements. 
On April 4 followlng. three weeks after 
the organization of the municipal gov- 
ernment, a “tariff for bakers,” or as- 
size of bread, was drawn up by the 
commissioners (the governing body of 
the town) and proclalmed in English 
and in French. This Oxed the weight 
of the loaf for the ensuing month in 
accordance with the price of flobr. In- 
Stead of changing the price of bread 
it was more convenient to make the 
loaves lighter or beavier as the firice of 
flour rose or fell. On May 2, 1814, the 
weight of the bit loaf (the bit being a 
coln worth 12%; cents) was fixed at 
twenty-clght ounces, and the weight of 
the half bit loaf was fixed at fourteen 
ounces. 

On July 8, 1815, Mr, Martin, the bak- 
er, appeared before the board and paid 
the sum of $10, a fine tnfficted on him 
for having his bread too light, one-half 
of which sum was paid to police 
officer, On Jan. 24, 1817, a r 
scale of weights for the bit loaf was 
adopted. 

Beginolng May 3 1817, the assize of 
bread was proclaimed weekly Instead 
of monthly, as before, and this system 
was-continued fora little more than 
two years. The records. do not show 
that the assize was proclaimed after 
1519, but the town continued to exer- 
clse a control over the business of bak- 
ing. Every baker was required to 
procure a license and to register his 
trademark, which was stamped on his 
loaves. A public bakehouse was also 
established and seems to have been 
managed in the same way that munici- 
pallties .control public markets, the 
bakers renting the stalla from the town 
and being subject to Inspection. As 
late as 1826 In the annual statement of 
the clty clerk the following entry oc- 
curs fn the statement of receipts dur- 
ing the year: “Sales of condemned 
bread, $1.87."—Quarterly Journal of 
Economics.

Salt and Fresh Water Lakes. 

Fresh water lakes are always only 
expansions of rivers, due to the par 
tienlar topographical configuration of a 
valley, They are all characterized by 
the fact that the water that they re- 
ceive runs out either continuously or 
intermittently and that the chemical 
constitution of their water remains 
constantly the same nas that of the 
streams and rivers of the same region. 
Salt lakes, on the other hand, are al- 
ways closed basins, without outlet, and 
their water ls removed only by surface 
evaporation. These facts being well 
understood, we see at once why the 
former lakes contain fresh water and 
the others salt water.

A law passed by the grand assombly 
held at James City, Va, in Murch 
1602, was designed for the purpose of 
trying to prerent women from talking 
to excess, Tho law read: “Whoreas 
many babbling women slander and 
scandalize thelr neighbors, for which’ 
thelr poor husbands are often involved 
In chargeable and vexatious sults and 
cast in great damages, be it therefore 
enacted that in actions of slander, oc- 
casioned by the wife, after judgment 
passed for the damages, the woman 
shall be punished by ducking; and if 
the slander be so enormous as to bo 
adjudged at greater damages than 500 
“pounds of tobacco, then tho woman to 
suffer na ducking for each 500 pounds 
of tobacco adjudged against the hus- 
band, if he refuses to pay the tobacco.” 
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Queer Nesting Places. 

Birds seek queer places In which to 
bulld thelr nests.

Hotel Where Charlotte Corday Stopped. 

A good deal of old Paris is disap-. 
pearing just now, and among the Iat- 
est bits of the antique city to be threat- 
ened Is the little spot upon which Char. 
lotte Corday found & fleeting place of 
rest as she entered the city on her er- 
rand of death. It stands on the street 
which prior to the days of the revolu- 
tion had been known as that of the 
Vieux Augustins, It now is the Rue 
a'Argout, The building is the Hotel 
de la Providence. Charlotte arrived in 
Paris from Caen on July 9, 1793, slept 
at the hotel on that and the following 
night and on the morning of the 2th 
walked quictly out of ft to slay the 
monster Marat. The bedroom’ Is still 
polnted out which the Norman heroine 
occupled, and some regret is felt that 
the place has to be demolished. But 
the march of progress is merciless. 
The buildings are needed to extend the 
Rue du Louvre, and soon human feet 
will tramp on the spot where the Nor- 
man heroine slept her last calm sleep 
of maiden freedom. 





Saving a Hen's Life. 

There hare been nearly 6,000 cases 
of suffering animals, from an injured 
cab horse to a consumptive lizard, 
treated at the animals’ hospital in 
Westminster, London, the last nine 
months; One of the latest Inmates Ls 
a two-year-old hen which is suffering 
from a peculiar disease in® the crop.

Wolves Are Expensive. 

Vernon Balley of the forest reserve 
bareau at Washington, who has been 
making an investigation of the ravages 
of wolres on the ranches of the south- 
west, reports that In a certain part of 
New Mexico be learned that-a moder; 
ate estimate of the stock killed by four 
wolves of which be got trace was a 
yearling cow or a calf every three 
days or approximately 100 head of ent- 
tle to each wolf. “Counting all as 
calves,” says Mr. Dalley, “at the low 
rate of $10 a head, each wolf would at 
this rate cost the ranchmen $1,000 a 
year. This estimate of $4,000 for the 
four wolres leaves out of consideration 
the five to ten hungry offspring of each 
pair, which begin to kill stock for 
themselves In the fall and continue to 
do 80 as Jong as they live.” -

That the method of garbuge disposal 
is about to be revolutionized by the 
iwapufacture of denatured alcobol is 
the statement made to the common 
council of Milwaukee by Dr. W. A.

“OLD TIME THEATERS. 


The Way House and Stage Were 
Lighted Im Garrick’s Time. 

It must have often strnck people 
when reading of the performances in’ 
the eighteenth century how it was that 
the lightning was contrived, The pow- 
er of oll lamps was [mited enough. 
‘Theaters like Drury Lane and Covent 
Garden were of enormous size. There 
Wore no footlights, at least until about 
the middle of the cighteenth century, 
and they were the humble “floats,” dim 
enough, X¥et there was ample light to 
observe expression and play of fea- 
tures, so necessary In Interpreting the 
fine old comedies of character. Now- 
adays the stago is one blaze. It ts lit- 
erally bathed and suffused In Ught. 
There are no shadows, and yet it might 
be sald the amount of necessary light 
is no more than there used to be and 
Is not nearly as satisfactory. How was 
it then? 

In the theaters of Garrick and cariler 
days the stage was really lit by four 
great chandelicra, which hung directly 
over the beads of the actors from the 
arch of-the proscenium and just out- 
side the curtaln. When the play was 
over, these were lowered slowly, a sig- 
nal for the audience to depart. ‘These 
chandeliers furnished a goodly amount 
of light on a circular zone Immediately 
below them. The actors’ faces and fig- 
ures were lit in the natura! way, as the 
sun would light them, but the rest of 
the stage was comparatively dark or 
gloomy.—Black woou's.

“Most housekeepers tyrant to rub tho 
brass," he says, “and because the lace 
quer finish put on to keep the metal 
from tarnishing is easily torn ‘off tho 
rods, knobs and corners, frequently 
handled, often look dull’ after a few 
months’ usage. Tho best advice I can 
give to any one possessing brass beds 
or tables, ete. ‘trimmed with it Is to 
let the metal alone. I don’t believe in 
careful dusting, for It is Impossible 
to do this cleaning thoroughly without 
rubbing the surface of the metal and 
wearing atay the finish. 

“If a feather duster 1s whisked orer 
the brass once a day, the loose dirt 
should be remoyed, or if a piece of 
cheesecloth 1g more desirable ‘and it 
is used the snmo as a duster instead 
of as a polisher the result is equally 
good. 

“The mistake of applying a patent 
polish. such as Is used on brass door 
and name plates should never be made, 
for when the rubbing Is over tho dell- 
cate lacquer finish would have vanish- 
ed, and the. metal would then have to 
be thoroughly gone over and rubbed 
every day to keep it looking even falr- 
ly bright. And the only way the fin- 
Ish could again be put on would be 
by sending the bed to a factory for a 
new coat of lacquer, which would en- 
tail expense.”

Diet That Cleans the Complexion, 

In the diet much may be done to Im- 
prove physical conditions. Fruit should 
always be eaten, but especially at this 
Season, Bakgl and stewed apples, 
pruncs, stewed Ogs and dates should 
be taken freely. Bananas are the 
Teast desirable of afy frult. Fresh 
rhubarb, stewed, has a positively bene- 
ficial effect upon the complexion and 
should be eaten at least once a day, 
but not in the form of tarts or pics. 
As a sauce it is most helpful. 

Any fresh vegetables should be put 
on the dict lst. Spluach ts excellent, 
80 are beets, and summer squash Is In 
market and Is not costly, Teary meats, 
such as roast beef, pork and the like, 
should be eaten sparingly and fish, 
exes and poultry substituted. 

Every" effort shoukl be made not to 
eat food dificult of digestion. The 
liver Is Inclined to be torpid, and this 
condition Immediately affects the com- 
plexion, Pastries and all fried things 
should be given up entirely, and one 
shonld exercise all that Is possible, for 
this Is an ald to the organs performing 
thelr functions. 

If pimples appear, make an olntment 
of two grains of beta naphthol, twen- 
ty grams of sulphur precipitate and 
twenty “grams of potash soap. Rub 
over the pimples at night. . 

Cucumber Is one of nature’s own cos- 
metics. Try using a slice of cucumber 
Instead of soap for washing the face. 
Don't throw away the rind. Boil it 
nnd use the water for washing the 
face. 





Moist Hands. 

Much can be done to Improve the 
condition of moist hands, and one may 
begin by wetting thoroughly every day 
with a mixture of two ounces of co- 
logne and two drams of tincture of 
belladonna. Always use , this® after 
washing. 

Make another lotion of one dram of 
slnglass, one dram of turpentine and 
two drams of oxide of zinc olntment. 
Put the turpentine Into a small basin 
and set into belling weter. When the 
turpentine Is warm, add the isingiass 
and keep at a gentle heat until the 
fsInglass fs dIssolved. Care must be 
taken that the tutpentine docs not 
come into direct contact with heat or 
ft will burn. ‘The basin will haye beat 
enough If put over 2 radiator. 

When the tsinglass Is dissolved, pour 
the Mqukl ‘slowly over the ointment, 
working It smoothly. 

Rub this thoroughly into the palms 
at night and If possible twice during 
the day. Finish with any powder In 
the daytime.

The 
edges of this blanket apron may hare 
a binding of wash ribbon correspond- 
ing In color to the waist ribbon, or 
they may. be simply buttonholed with 
wash silk. 





Try Hot Water, 

The best tollet preparation In the 
world is plain hot water. Here aro 
some of the uses to which it. may be 
put: 

Drink a bow! of It every night If you 
want good digestion, good sleep and a 
clear complexion, 

Put a bag of it at your feet when 
you hare a cold, to your back when 
you have a backache or at the nape 
of the neck when you have a headacho 
or cannot sleep, says the Boston Her- 
ald. 

Bathe the eyes with i when they 
are inflamed. 

Soak the feet In it when they aro 
tired. 

Soak the hands In It before manicur- 
Ing. 

Steam the face with it once a week 
for your complexion. 


How to Air a Bed. 

It is not every one that can alr a bed 
and make St properly. 

The first thing In the morning the 
bed should be stripped of every corer- 
ing and left to alr thoroughly. 

Don't, however, leave a window open 
directly upon the bed Hnen with a fog 
or rain prevailing outside. 

It is not uncommon to see sheets and 
bedding In front of windows with per- 
haps rain‘not actually falling, but with 
90 per cent of humidity In the air, and 
the person sleeping in the bed wonders 
the next day re she got her cold, 

A room uld be aired In damp 
weather, but the bedding and bed 
should not be allowed to absorb any 
dampness by belng brought close to 
the window. 








Milk Face Bleach. 

This is an old French formula of 
great value for a bleach made of milk. 
Let one quart of milk stand In a warm 
place until thick, set over the fire antil 
it Dolls, strain through muslin and Into 
the thin Hquld slice a large green 
cucumber, boll until you have a soft 
pulpy mass, strain ogain, let stand for 
an hour and pour carefully Into-a bot- 
tle, throwing away the settlings. To 
this Hquld add one tablespoonful of 
alcohol, twetity drops of tincture of 
benzoln and any perfume you desire. 
Apply at night after washing the face, 
letting It dry into the surface and then 
anoluting well with creme marquise. 


eLaundry Idea. 

Tablecloths should be ironed on both 
sides. If they are of good quality, are 
well molstencd and then froned until 
dry, they will have quite enough stift- 
ness and gloss. Jf they are worn 80 
thin that they become IMmp by once 
using, take what starch is left after 
the other clotfies have been starched 
nnd dilute it with water cnough to 
rinse the tablecloth. Dry, sprinkle and 
fron as usual, The thinned starch fs 
just enough to give some pods to the 
soft old linen. Y

SHOT AT BYSTANDER. 


Strikers Threaten to Lynch Detective 
Who Used Revolver. 

New York, May 18.—A fatal shoot- 
ing and an attempt to Jynch the’ man 
who fired the shot marked the strike 
of longshoremen in Hoboken yester- 

lay. m 

The man who lost hia life was an in- 
nocent bystander, Harry Marshall. He 
was struck by a bullet fired by Benj. 
Vincent, a private detective, who had 
been employed on one of the docks 
affected by the strike. Vincent shot at, 
some strikers with whom he had quar- 
— and by whom he was being pur- 
sued, 

The trouble began when Vincent 


entered o saloon near the docks and | 


asked for a drink. “As the bartender 
passed the bottle to him, one of sev- 
eral striking longshoremen, who were 
in the saloon, shouted, “Don’t give 
it to him; he’s a scab.” Vincent de- 
nied the charge, but the bartender re- 
fused to serve him. 

Just what happened then is not 
known, but a moment later Vincent 
dashed into the street with a revolver 
in his hand, and a crowd of strikers 
at his heels. As he reached the street 
he turned and fired. Marshall was 
standing on the sidewalk, and the sec- 
ond bullet from Vincent’s revolver 
struck him in the head and killed 
him instantly. f 

When Marshall dropped to the #ide- 
walk the strikers started toward Vin- 
cent with cries of “Lynctr him, lynch 
him.” Vincent sped down the street 
with the revolver still clutched in his 
hand, and the angry crowd only a few 


feet behgnd him. 
Whenfa policeman barred his way 
the fugitive brandished his revolver 


es if about to fire, but the policeman 
was took quick for him and sent him 
rolling into the street with a bullet in 
his leg. 

When the furious parauers came up 
and demanded that the man be turned 
over to them, the policeman held them 
back with his revolver. He stood over 
the prostrate detective and held the 
mob in check until several other po- 
liceren arrived. x

THREE MEN SAVE GIRL. 





Had Jumped Into River —Rescuer’s 
Coat and Boots Stolen. 

New York, May 20.—A spectaculer 
searchlight rescue was affected in the 
swirling waters of Hellgate on Satur- 
day, when Frances Horr, aged 17 
years, was saved from suicide by 
drowning by three young men, alter a 
hard struggle.

Yesterday afternoon at 2.30 the act- 
ing’ deputy Minister, Mr. “Acland, 
visited the union and addressed the 
members on the question of arbitra- 
tion, after which ho received a letter 
from Local 313 of the International. 
Longshoremen and Transportation 
Workers’ Assoc2ation, authorizing him 
to inform the Shipping Federation 
and the C.P.R. that the longshoremen 
were willing to accept an increase of 
2 1-2 centa per hour by day and night, 
and submit a claim of a further in- 
crease of 2 1-2 cents per hour to ar- 
bitration on tho lines proposed. 

The longshorgmen agreed to return 
to work on these terms on Afonday 
May 20, at 1 p. m., provided no dis- 
crimination was shown again those 
who have ceased work. 

This letter having been communi- 
cated to the Shipping Federation, the 
latter held a mecting and decided they 
could notérecognize the union, hence 
the failure of the negotiations.

Shippers Spare No Expense to Defeat 
the Longshcremen. 

New York, May 20.—Anncuncement 
was meade on Saturday that the Fin- 
ance Commi:tee of the International 
Mercantile Co. has approved every 
act previously done by its) officers, 
and hes ordered that the strike of the 
longshoremen be fought to the end. 

The committee has also taken from 
every officer the power of compromise 
or arbitration, and has authorized the 
expenditure of any amount of money 
to carry out the hgrecment entered 
into with 35 other deep sea lines to 
fight the strike. 

Among those at the mecting of 
which this action was taken were 
J. P. Morgan, Jr., and Charles Steele, 
and J. Bruce Jamay. 

The strikers show the same d¢ter- 
mination as the companies do to fight 
it out and the prophecy in some quar- 
ters that they would be starved into 
submission ‘has not materialized. The 
men generally are orderly. 

Tanners Strike. 

Quebec. May 20.—A number of tan- 
ners employed in local tanneries were 
on strike Saturday asking for an in- 
ercass in wages of about 20 per cent. 
The strikers are union men. ; 

Although the present immigration 
season to this port is but about two 
wecks old, almost 20,000 immigrants 
have, arrived.

Lockout of Bricklayers Causes Trou- 
ble In Germany. 

Berlin, May 20.—The ‘lockout of 
bricklayers and other employes of the 
Building trades began here Saturday, 
the attempts of the past few days to 
effect a settlement having proved 
fruitless. 

A committee, representing the Ber-, 
lin mercantile irades and manufactur- 
ing societies offered a compromise, 
which both parties were disposed to 
consider favorably, but it came too 
late to check the lockout; which had 
already. been ordered. 

The. pro; embraces the main- 
tenance of the nine-hour day, but 
provides for increased wages upon a 
two-year contract. Both sides evi- 
dently are anxious to avoid-a strug- 
gle..which must mean a heavy loss to 
each, and it is believed that negotin- 
tions on- the of a conipromise 
proposal will be resumed alter: the 
Whitsuntide vacation, with good pros- 
pects of ‘success. 

The lockout affects directly about 
60,000 men, and indirectly some 40,000 
more.

AUSTRIAN ELECTIONS,

THE BREADFRUIT TREE. 


Many Ways In Which This Strange 
Asiatic Plant {s Utilized. 

‘Fhe breadfrult tree is a native of 
southern Asia, the south Pacific islands 
and the Indian archipelago, In appear- 
auce it resembkles somewhat the wild 
chestnut, It grows to the helght of 
forty or fifty feet and has dark green 
“leaves, many of them two feet In 
length, which are deeply divided into 
pointed lobes, 

Iliddeu among the great leaves the 
breadfruit grows. It is a sorosis, is 
nearly spherical, often weighs four or 
more pounds and has’ a thick yellow 
rind. ‘This fruit is the chief food of the 
south sea Islanders. They seldom eat 
n weal without It. The eatable part 





Y ties between the rind and the core and 


when fully ripe is yellow and julcy. 
It ls better for fruit before It has fully- 
matured, and the natives gather, it 
while the pulp is white. 

Kefore it is ready for table use it 
must be roasted, when It looks like 
wheat and bread and fs both palatable 
and nutritious, Usually the fruit Is cut 
into three or four slices and roasted or 
baked In an oven, 

Frequently the people of a village 
Join in making a huge oven, In which 
several’ hundred breadfrults may be, 
baked at one time, Thus are all” 
supplicd with bread without its cost- 
ing any of them much labor. Prepared 
in this way, the bread will keep for 
weeks. ; 

The breadfruit Is in season eight 
months of the year. When the season 


finally draws to a close, the last fruits _ 


are gathered and made Into a sour 
paste called “mabel.” This paste wil? 
keep goal for months and ts made 
Into balls, wrapped In leaves and bak- 
ed, Just as needed. 

Bread {s not the only product of the 
breadfruit tree. From it cement, 
cloth, tinder and lumber Gre also ob- 
tained. A glutinous, milky Juice oozes 
from the trunk of the tree which 
makes an excellent cement when boll- 
ed with cocoanut oll. From the fibrous 
Inner bark a kind of coarse cloth Is 
made, and, the Biz Ieares make good 
towels. The lumber is used for bulld- 
Ing houses and many other purposes, 
Besides all this, the dried blossoms are 
used as tinder when fires are kindled.

Trinidad, Col., May 21.—Seven min- 
ers, including Superintendeyt Alexan- 
der Jacobs, were burned or suffocat- 
ed Sunday night at the. Engleville

The bodics were: recovered yester- 
day. The men went to work Sunday 
night, and when they did not come 
out. yesterday morning an investiga- 
tion was started. It was discovered 
that fire, which broke out in the mine 
a year ago, suddenly spread and swept 
across the incline tunnel preventing 
the men from reaching the outside. 

The point where the flames crossed 
the tannel is three miles from the 
opening, and it was necessary to dig 
a temporary tunngl around to reach 
the dead bodies.

Orders Amounting to $12,000,000 Plac-’ 


*ed With U.S. Firms. 

New York, May 21.—Simultaneous 
1 the presonce of Gen. Kuroki in 
Xew York City, comes the announce- 
ment that the Tokio Government has 
placed in this country, mostly through 
New York City agencies, $12,000,000 
in orders for equipment for the South 
Manchuria Railway. 

The line, which traverses 1,500 miles 
of sparsely settled territory, ik to: be 
completed in the next two years, 
which. will be record-brenking. time. 

To ensure quick "delivery, Japan 
has bought 50,000 fons of rails at the 
Carnegic mills for $23.50—consider- 
ably above the market price, Another 
order of 13,000 tons was placcd at $29. 

Other orders are pushed aside to 
rush the rails to the Japanese. One 
car concern has received an order for 
1,000 freight trucks. The bodies of 
the cars will be built in Dalny. 

Over $2,000,000 has been spent for 
American locomstives, of which 200 
have been sold for the South Man- 
churia Line. From*Dalny to Mukden 
the traveler will ride th American 
cars, fare by Yankee locomotives 
over United States Steel Trust ‘rails.

were seriously injured, the police ap- 
parently romaining passive spectators 
of the disorders.

St. Petersburg. May 9t.--A warrant 
hax been issued for the arrest of 
Nikolai Lenin, alias Vladimir, lead- 
er of the majority faction now attend- 
ing the social democratic congress in 
London, on the charge of high trea- 
son.

Gen. Wells, since that time, has 
been unremitting in his determina- 
tion to hunt down the men concerned 
in the assassination -of Collins. He 
was.in command of the train which 
brought Haywood.

Fruit at Cane Town. 

A correspondent in Cape Town ! 
in writing to a friend in Toronto about 
the fruit. inspection by the Govern- 
ment officers in Cape Colony, states; 

Colony Govern- 
ment officers inspecting the fruit that 
they were just shipping to the Lon- 
don market, My, but I wish our Cana- 
dian fruit packers could. see the way t 
the fruit here is put up for spo -! 
It would ‘be an object lesgin for 
them. But the disadvantage that all 
tho colonies are under is that when 
the fruit reaches there it must 
sold. 1 was telling the people here 
that if all the colonies could join 
in the erection of 2 commodious cold 
storage warehouse in London, and 
then put. their fruit and perishables 
on the market from time to time, 
just in sufficient quantities to meet 
the demand. It would mean millions 
to the colonies in the long run. As 
it is, the arrival of a fair shipment 
means ao glut in the hand to’ mouth 
existence in the London market, and, 
of course, a marked decline in the 
prices. Under such circumstances as 
T suggest the colonial fruit trade be- 
tween the colonies and Great Britain 
would always he a sure thing, and 
not at all subject to the uncertain 
conditions that now prevail. A 
from that aspect of the business it is 
worth considering that none of the col- 
onies would enter inta competition 
with any one of the others, The dif- 
ferent seasons between Connie: South 
Africa and Australia would givo each 
the control of the market in its own 
season. I would rather have that 
business than all the gold mines in 
the country.”

A TANTALIZING METAL. 
Peculiar Properties; and Wondertul 
Hardness of Tantalum. 
A rare metal which has attracted 
vrlversal attention during the last two 
years. while before it was scarcely 
Known outshle of some scientific Inbo- 
miturics is tantalum, so named by its 
discoverer, Ekelberg, op account of the 
tantalizing difficulties experienced in 
extracting the metal from Its orea. 
Qaly two years ago was It found out 
by Genasn scientists that what the 
discoverer thought to be tantalum was 
an alloy of It and a carbide, and more 
tantalizing efforts were necessary to 
produce this metal in its perfectly pure 
state. But, this success once belozy 
reached, the metal immediately became 
of such Imporiance that it is now revo- 
futicnizing at Ieast one large Industry, 
taat of the manufacture of incandes- 
cent lamps for electric Izhts, Although 
it has been tried to use tantalum as a 
stect hanlening agent, the mechanical 
dificultics In alloying tantalum with 
steel have beep so great that we shall 
probably sce other applications comes 
into prominence first, 
Tantalum ts one of the haniest sub- 
stances known, and its use for scien- 
Ufc instruments, where price stands 
always second to accuracy and dura- 
bility, will doubtless be developed 
teuch sooner, inasmuch as tantalum 
also resists the corrosive influence of 
acids and alkaline solutions in a very 
remarkable degree. 
One of the most striking experiments 
to demonstrate the hariness of tanta- 
lum was that for the purpose of bor- 
ing a hole through a sheet of pure tan- 
talum metal a diamond drill bore was 
used, rerolring incessantly for three 
days and making 5,000 revolutions per 
minute, and the result was a depres- 
sion of less than one one-hundredth of 
an Inch in the metal, but an entirely 
dull and smooth diamond.—E. Schaaf- 
Regelman in Engineering Magazine.

Nothing But Homo Rule Will Satisfy Other Schome 


Not Logical or Workable—Convention Deslares for 
Completo Control of Irish Domestic Affairs 


—Clergy Are Ovposed—Government 
Will Drop tho Measure. 


Dublin, May 22—The Nationalist 
convention, called to decide whether 
the Irish Bill, introduced) in” the 
House of Commons, May 7, by the 
Chici Sceretary for-Irelund, Mr. Bir- 
rell, was acceptable to the people of 
Ireland, Sesterday unanimously — ac- 
cepted John Redmond’s — resolution 
condemning the bill. 

The resolution was as follows: 
“That this convention, representative 
of» National opinion, emphatically 
places on record its profound con- 
Viction that nothing can satisfy the 
national aspirations of Ireland or 
bring peace nnd contentment to our 
people but a measure of self-govern- 
ment which will give the Irish people 
complete control of their domestic af- 
fairs. 

“That while we have never waver- 

in our belief that it is impossible 
to produce any logical or workable 
scheme for the extersion and de- 
velopment of popular power and ne 
sponsibility in Ireland short of the 
concession of Home Rule, at the same 
time, in“ accordance with the resolu- 
tion of the National ‘Directory of the 
Sth of February, 1907, and with the 
public declarations made from time 
to timé on our behalf, we have been 
willing to give fair consideration to 
any schonie prepared by the British 
Ministers which, in’ their opinion, 
would be ‘consistent with and lead up 
to larger policy’ to which they’ were 
pledged=- s 

Will: Let Bill Dros. 

London, May 22.—The Nationalist 
convention at Dublin, having rejected 
Mr. Birrell’a Irish bill, it is under- 
stood that the Government will drop 
it for this session nt least, and will 
Proceed with the other reforins. 

That the Government cannot grant 
any wider measure of self-government 
to Ireland without causing discension 
in the Cabinet is not denied. 

Mr. Redmond’s — action in moving 
the rejection of the measure, although 
anticipated in some quarters, gener- 
ally caused surprise, as ‘it is under- 
stood that he had agreed, «alter a 
conference with his colleagues, to ac- 
cept what the Government offered as 
a partial concession ta the demanda 
of Ireland. With the majority of his 
party, including the clergy, oppoced 
to it, however, there was no other 
course for him to pursue, in the opin- 
ion of the politicians here.

Killarney, Man., May 23.—A horri- 
ble tragedy occurred’ shortly after 
noon yesterday on the farm of John 
Brown, about three miles from town, 
when his sister, Georgina, was mur- 
dered and her murderer is seriously 
wounded by his own hand. 

When John Brown left his home af- 
ter dinner rday to come to Kil- 
larney he left his. sister, who keeps 
house for him, dressing, getting ready 
to go to a neighbor's, and his hired 
man, Lawrence Gowland, sitting out- 
side the house. When he came back 
about three o’clock he found him in 
his room with his throat cut. Think- 
ing his sister had gone to the neigh- 
bor’s, he went for her," but, not find- 
ing her there, his suspicions were 
aro: . and, returning with one of 
his neighbors, they discoverod ‘her 
in her bedroom with her throat cut 
and dead. : 

Indications point to the fact that 
Gowland criminally assaulted the girl 
before comhmitting the murder. It is 
also evident that she fought for her 
life, as there’ are gashes on her hands 
and face other than the fatal wounds. 
The murderer’s hands are also badly 
cut, and the razor used in the dread- 
ful deed was broken, the blade being 
found ‘on the bureau in the girl's 
room, and the handle downstairs. 

The murderer, after committing the 

, wandered all over the house in 


| search of some jnstrument to end 


his own life, for blood stains from 
his wounded hands were found in 
every room. At last, securing the 
butcher knife, he attempted his own 
life, as this was discovered behind 
the bed on which he was lying when 
found. He only succeeded in partly 
severing his windpipe. 

Coroner McKee and Dr. Whyte 
dressed his wound, and it is quite 
probable he will rocover. Gowland is 
said to be a Barnardo boy, having 
spent a year on a farm at Russell. 
Afterwards he: worked) for a farmer 
north of Manitou, and has been with 
Mr. Brown nearly two years. He was 
considered by those who knew him to 
be rather intelligent, but posscased 
of a violent temper. 

An inquest is being held on the 
body. The murder was committed in 
the girl’s room upstairs. The mur- 
derer had taken off his shoes and 
noiselessly crept up to the room and 
overpowered the girl. while in the act 
of dressing. : 

T. D. Brown, barrister, of Mooso- 
min, is _a brother of the murdered 
girl, and Mrs. A. js. Cummings, Ros- 
thern, a sister.

SIR WM. MULOCK TO MINERS. 


An Object Lesson to Canada In Set- 
thing Labor Questions, 

“At the final meeting of the Con- 
ciliation Board, met to deal jrith the 
nines” grievances in Fernie, the 
other day, Sir William Mulock made 
an able upon the labor dis- 
putes, the methods settling them and 
the law, Following the otticial stute- 
ment of the signing of the agreement 
vice-president Sherman, of the United 
“Mine ,Workera of America,.passed a 
bouquet of thanks to Sie Wm. Mulock 
and Mr. King. 

“We had not organized formally 
under the act,” returned Sir William, 
speaki also for his colleagues. 
“That did not appear neocedsary in 
view of the contemplated settlement 
between the partics themselves aided 
by Mr. King. They have acted most 
wisely. I have boen gratified by the 
intelligent spirit manifested by the 
miners. In this they have made a 
great advance in the settlement of 
disputes and have set an object lewon 
ts» the labor circles of Canada. It is 
impossible that all the demands on 
one side could be granted. Every ques- 
tion of importance in life. that re. 
quires concurrence of many minds 
tiust bo settled by compromize. Every 
large public question upon which the 
people unite has to be result of an 
mijustment af opposing and conflict 
ing views.+So in trade disputes.” 

Referring to New Zealand where ar- 
bitration and enforcement is cpmpul- 
sory, Sir William said:—“I have nev- 
er favored anything in the way of 
compulsion or coercion. We must ap- 
peal to men's sense of right and jus- 
tice and not to force in the settlement 
of industrial disputes.” 4 

OF their reference to his long trip 
to be of service, he said-—-"'The satis- 
faction I hage received in witnessing 
your efforta to solve this problem is 
one of the freatcst pleasures I have 
experienced since [ took any interest 
in public affairs.”

" COWBOYS’ BOOTS. 


Why the Plainsmen Want High and 
Sharp Pointed Heels. 

In Olathe, Kan., there is a factory 
which ‘makes 200 pairs of cowboy 
boots each week. Ench pair of theso 
boots is made to order. The company 
has 9 catalogue, which it sends to the 
cattle ranches throughout the south- 
west. It tells the cowboys how to take 
measurements of thelrown feet. These 
are sent fo the factory and the boots 
made ani sent out, 

A cowboy boot Is In a distinct 
class by itself. Tho leg must be dec- 
orated with fancy lines and curves 
sewed into the leather, and, above er- 
erything elec, the heel must be at 
Jeast two inches high, must curre in- 
ward from the back, and the bottom of 
tho heel must be very small, 

A cowboy takes especial pride in two 
things—tls hat and his boots, He often 
pays $50 for his hat, and the best of 








the cowboy boots cost from $$ to $i |. 


‘The ordinary shoemaker cannot makg 
boots to suit a true cowboy; he cannot 
ket the heels right, and so the cowboy 
sends away for them and pays a biz 
price and express charges besides. 
The factory in Olathe employs fifty 
men. All of the work Is done by hand, 
and some of the shoemakers were 
brought from Germany and England 
especially to work In that factory. 
. Cowboys say they hare high and 
sharp pointed heels to their boots not 
because of vanity and pride, but as a 
matter of conrenicnce. The high heels 
Prevent the boots from passing through 
the stirrups, and they are also a brace 
when on the ground Laeirs merrrrercet rien 
As the steer pulls to ®t away the cow- 
boy sinks his sharp Aceis into the sod, 
and this prevents bin trom slipping.— 
Kansas City Star.

FAMOUS CARTOONISTS. 


Sir John Tenniel, Veteran Punch Ar- 
tist, Celebrates 87th Birthday. 


Sir John Tenniel, the famous Punch 
cartoonist, who colebrated his eighty- 
seventh birthday the other day, is still 
a fine military-looking man, with all 
his faculties intact and as keen a 
mind as when he w his first car- 
toon, says M. A. P) At a very early 
age he displayed a marked talent fox 
drawing, although hia great ambition 
as a small boy was to be a circus 
clown! That interesting period pass- 
ed, however, he made up his mind 
to become an artist, and he was only 
sixteen when his first picture was ex- 
hibited. Henceforth he 

steadily, and gained — 

praiso for. some illustrations to “Ae- 
sop’s Fables.” which ‘were so admir- 
ed by Douglas Jerrold that when 
Richard Doylo resigned {rom the staf! 
of Punch, that famous wit advised 
Mark Lemon to give young Tenniel 
a chance. The advice was acted upon, 
and in 1851 the future Knight began 
his fifty years’ connection .with The 
London Charivari. After that all was 
plain sailing, and in a comparatively 
short time his name was known ail 
over Englaad. Among his many ad- 
mirera waa the late Prince Bismarck, 
who became the possessor of ane of 
the artist's original sketches. In 1893 
Tenniel ‘received his’ Knighthood, and 
his retirement from Punch came in 
1903. Apart from his work for 
famous paper, nothing that he ev 
did was cleverer than his illustra- 
tion® to Lewis Carroll’s “Alice in 
Wonderland” and “Through the 
Looking-glaas."” Sit John lives quict- 
ly in a pretty house near Maida Vale, 
where, surrounded by his favorite 
pictures, he enjoys a well-earned re- 
tirement. 











King Edward's, Perquisites. 

Among the most curious of his Ma- 
jeaty’s perquisites is his right to every 
whale or sturgeon captured on the 
coast of the United Kingdom and 
brought io land. Both of thesé per- 
quisites date back to the days of the 
Norman Kings, and it appears that 
in the case of the whale the monsters 
were divided between the Sovereign 
and his consort, the Queen taking the 
head in order that her wardrobe 
might be replenished with the whale- 
bone needed for the stiffening of her 
royal garments, 2 ath 

Another of tho King’s perquisites 
is a certain number of magnificent 
cashmere shawls, which are despatch- 
ed to him every year from the king- 
dom of Cashmery. They vary in value, 
as a rule, from £60 to £250 apicce. 
Another class of royal purveyor is 
called upon to present annually a 
tablecloth, while from other sources 
again he is entitled to an annual con- 
tribution of such varied “‘tips’ as 
whites doves, ene bch Spiiterare: 
re tongs, scarlet ry. tcaps, 
knives, lances and crossbows. More- 
over, at the coronation, the Lord of 
tho Manor of Addington must pro- 
sent to the Sovereign a “‘dish of pot- 
tage’* composed of “almond milk, 
brawn of capona, sugar, spices, chick- 
ens parboiled and chopped = At the 
same ceremony the Lord of the Manor 
of Haydon is obliged by virtue of 
his tenure from the to pre- 
sent the monarch with a towel, the 
Lord of the Manor of Worksop giv- 
ing the Sovereign a “right-handed 
glove.

The Strict Regulations That Are Ee 
forced In Russia.

travelers now require passports in ex 
der to promote thelr convenience azé 
security. In Brazil and Venerucla a 
passport must be shown to the ofSictala 
before ove ts allowed. to leave the coum- 
try for u fore:gn port—a vexatious 
measure, enforced apparently for the 
sake of enabling a few officials to co 
lect small fees. ry 
In Russia, as Is well known, pase 
port rezulations are enforced with the 
greatest stringency. No traveler, in 
decd, is permitted to enter the, empire 
until he bas obtained a pasxport and 
convinced the Russian consular off 
cers at the port from which he sath 
that he is neither a Noman Catholle 
priest nor a Hebrew. The question ox 
dinarily asked is, “What Js your ra 
ligion¥” but It is designed, to provide 
azainst the entry of either of them 
two classes. =

But the: point ‘of interest just now 
to city people ix'how ‘to obtain” pure 
maple sugar and maple syrup? 

¢ adulterating of these‘ articles ig 
rampant, as is shown by the results of 
the analyses made ‘last year by. the 
officers of the ‘Department of Inland 
Revenue. In‘all'26'samples of sugar 
were analyzed and only 11 were found 
to be genuine, 3 doubtful and.12 were 
adulterated. The record with respect 
to maple syrup was worst still. Hore 
85 samples were oxamined, 22 were 
found to be genuine, pure maple sy- 
rup, 2 were pronounced doubtful, in 
8 cases adulteration was declared, and 
53 were upon analrsis found to be 
adulterated. The highest percentage 
of adulterated samples was secured 
in Toronto and in Montreal. 

No doubt pure syrup and sugar are 
to be had in Montreal, probably the 
best guarnntee the purchaser can have 
of genuineness being the name and 
address of the maker on the label on 
the can of syrup or on the package 
of sugar. But large quantitics of 
adulterated sugar are being sold. The 
writer purchased in three different up- 
town groceries cnkes of sugar said 
by the sellers to be absolutely puro, 
and yet each one was so adulterated 
that the presence of ordinary brown 
cane sugar could be detected by the 
taste. 

A Wholesome Delicacy. 

Maple sugar is. a luxury enjoyed by 
almost everyone, for perhaps no other 
form of sweet is quite so pleasant, 
and certainly none are more whole- 
some, Good maplo sugar is, therefore, 
alwaya in demand, and alwaya com- 
mands a high price, but the consumer 
objects to paying fifteen centa a pound 
for a mixture of so-called maple su- 
gar, of which a large part ia common 
brown cane sugar worth three or four 
cents a pound. The result of all this 
is to give the maple sugar trade a 
bad name, ‘and in the end it will tell 
both on producer and trader, for the 
public will learn to let maple suga 
alone. - 

Duty of the Department. 

But there is a Inw to meet these 
cases, and it is the duty of the In- 
land Revenue Departmeht to enforce 
it. In the first place means are pro- 
vided for the protection of the mer- 
chant and jobber, the ‘‘Adulteration 
of Foods Act” gives a form of war- 
ranty to be signed, and forwarded 


avith each shipment of syrup or sugar } 


by the producer or manufacturer, who 
actually cans and labels the goods, ro 
that in case an officer of the Inland 
Revenue Department purchases a can 
of syrup or a cake of sugar for analy- 
sis, and finda the same to be adul- 
terated, the merchant or jobber can 
hand to this officer the “form of war- 
ranty” signed by the manufacturer, 
and he (the merchant) is thereby re- 
leased from all responsibility. Should 
the retrchant not hold the ‘form of 
warranty he is liable to a fine should 
the go6ds be found to be adulterated. 

Pure maple sugar or pure-maple 
syrup means the product of the maple 
tree, and nothing else, and he wha 
sells a compound calling it pure tma- 
ple is liable to a fine, unleS$ protect- 
ed by a warranty so that the adulter- 
ator cap be found, 

It is permissible to sell a’ *com- 
pound,” but it must be ‘sold as such. 
A can of syrup, part of maple and 
part of cane sugar, must sbear the 
word, “‘compound,” and such word 
must be placed on the {nce of tho 
label in as conspicuous type ns are 
printed the other words of the label. 

Now it would be well for maple 
sugar fanciers in Canada, and they 
are found in every houschold, if this 
‘Adulteration of Foods Act’? was bet- 
ter enforced, and in the end it would 
be well fori the honest trade in. ma- 
plo sugar and maple syrup.

I sometimes thigk we make a mis- 
take wheh we think of the! civil war 
as ending at Appomattox. The wounds 
were too fresh then on both sides. 
We know that the war is ended now, 
and I think the beginning of the end 
dated about twenty years . The 
beginn of the end came a Ict- 
ter which Adjutant Gencral R. C. 
Drum on ‘April 30,°1887, addressed to 
Hon. W: C. Endicott, Secretary of 
War in President Cleveland's Cabinet.

allow Secretary Endicott to approve 
the suggestion of his adjutant-general 
than a great howl of denunciation 
arose. By one of tho leading news- 
papers of Minnesota. Cleveland was 
assailed with ‘opprobrious  opithots. 
The newspapers east and west excor- 
iated him. Over the public banquet 
tables Gen. B. F. Butler, Gen. Lucius 
aircRild, commander-in-chicf -of the 
Grand Army of tho Republic; Murat 
Halstead and others hurled their. vitu- 
peration. The then governor of Ohio 
wrote a letter, which Senator John 
Sherman indorsed, in which he om- 
phatically refused to surrender the 
flags, saying, ‘‘No rebel flags shall 
be returned while IT am governor,’ 


Gen. Fairchild said: “May God palsy - 


the hand that wrote the order. May 
God palsy the brain that conceived it, 
and may God palsy the tonguo that 
dictated it." So overwhelining waa 
the public bitterness at the thought 
of gt¥ing back the captured flage that 
the President had to reseind the order 
to deliver up to the Southern States 
their flags on the ground that the 
flags were the property of the Tnited 
States, and therefore the United 
States alghe had the right to return 
them. 

Oh, the sectional bitterncss which 
waa rankling in the luman_ hearts 
north and south in 1897! But in spite 
of that fact that letter of R. C. Drum’s 
proved to be the beginnine of the end. 
Ranidly and surely the Inst fires of 
sectional strife die! away. In 1898 the 
very men who had most vehemently 
opposed the returning of the Confed- 
erate flags were most anxious to see 
Major McKinley do what President 
Cleveland had failed to accomplish, 
On Feb, 24. 1898, Congress passed the 
bill authorizing the War Department 
to return all the Confederate flags 
captured in battle. Governor Foraker, 
who had foncht the movement before. 
was then’ Senator, and he was the 
moat enthusiastic advocate of the bill. 
Yes, yessat Inst the civil war was 
ended. At Inst by the voluntary. re- 
turn of the blood snaked battle flags 
the United States Congress declared 
there was no north, no south. no east, 
no west, no conquerors and no van- 
quished, The Confederate battle flags 
were given back to the men whose 
comrades had baptized them with 
their life’s blood. 

Why did the north return those old 
hattle flags of the Southern army? 
First. the northerners realized that 
the Southerners were honest men’ and 
head been honest in their advocacy of 
the state richts principle all through 
the war. The Northerners realized 
that the same fidelity to principle 
which made Massachusetts and Tili- 
nois and Wisconsin’ and California 
fight for the centralization of govern- 
ment drove Georgia ay Alabama and 
Sonth Carolina to fight for state 
riehts. *Theae men. born below ‘the 
Mason and Dixon line. were not dis- 
honest or mercenary. They. were fight- 
ing for a principle. because they be- 
lieved the principle was just. And 
for that princinle they were ready 
to sacrifice their lives:

The result was that 
whereas before the war ninety-nine 
Southern men out of a hundred want- 
ed slavery to exist to-day. if put to the 
Southern vote, ninety-nine men out 
of & hundred would refuse to take 
back their sInves even if they could. 
This is a sociological fact of the South- 
ern labor problem with which every 
intelligent American student is well 
conversant, .— . 

Second fact: When the god; of bat- 
tles decided the civil strife the South- 
erners almost to a man were ready to 
accept that decision’ When Finland 
was conquered by the Russians in 
1809 and Alsace and Lorraine were 
poaaasred by Germany in 91871 and 
Spain and Italy and Holland and 
Naples and Westphalia were. conquer- 
ed by France in the Napoleonic wara 
these people were compelled to bend 
tho knee at the stroke of the sword, 
but they and their conquerors never 
became one. Finland today is no 
more Russian than it is Japanese.

Take them and 
keep them for your children to look 
upon with reverence and awe. They 

ours and not ours, We are all 
brothers, of one race and ono na- 
tion.” Oh, to-day thank God that 
these questions sre all settled and 
that all the old heart burnings are 
over, The returning of the Southern 
flags proves it. 

There was still another reason why 
those old flags were returned. No 
fooner was the war over than’ the 
Southern men began to work side by 
side with their Northern countrymen 
for the upbuilding of the nation. They 
dropped the sword for the Plow tho 
gun for the mowing machine, + But 
they did:more—they began to work for 
the benefit of the north as well as for 
the south, for the west as well os for 
the east. And as in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war U.8. Grant, Jr., served upon 
the ‘staff “of Fitz-Hogh Lee and'Joe 
Wheeler fought’ under the stars and 
stripes by the side of Lawton}‘so side 
by side in congressional ‘halls and’on 
judicial bench and in mercantile es- 
tablishment the Southerners worked 
with the Northernera for the develo 
ment of our whole nation.

BIG WAREHOUSE BURNED 


Disastrous Fire at Saskatoon 
Yesterday Afternoon. 





Property’ Belonging to J. F. Cairns 
Stocked With Costly Merchandise 
Completely Destroyed—Loss Forty 
or Fifty Thousand Dollars With 
Smalt Insurance — Spark . From 
Cc. .N. R. Engine Supposed Cause. 


Saskatoon, May 23.—The warehouse 
on First avenue, bolonging to J. F. 
Cairns, and stocked with merchandise 
of all kinds, to the valye of $40,000 
to $50,000, was wiped out completely 
yesterday afternoon, together with its 
contenta. “A spark from a C. N. R. 
engine is accepted as the cause. A 
big crowd watched the greedy flames 
eat up the costly fuel that has been 
piling away since the break of the 
freight blockade. The building was 
filled to the limit, and this morning 
G. E. Mayne, in charge, sent word 
not to send anything more, ashe had 
no room for it. The building and 
contents were only partly covered by 
insnrance. At the most the insurance 
will not be over $15.000, and may not 
be more than $10,000. 

It is estimated at the store that 
nearly 20 cars of goods were in the 
burned building. Albert | Cadney, 
teamster for G. W.-A. Potter, was in 
the yard when the flames started, 
and he declared that if he had had a 
little nssistanes he could easily have 
mastered the fire. The flames spread 
very rapidly, and were soon: beyond 
control. There were a lot of sparks 
from the engine, he said, for the grass 
was set on fire on both sides of the 
storehouse. 

Arnorior Block Destroyed. 

Arnprior, May 23.—About 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning the Tierney Block 
was partially destroyed by fire which 
started in B. F, Hoag's grocery store, 
and spread to P. T. Deganai’s tailor- 
ing/ establishment and the. CG. P. R. 
télegraph and ticket’ office. 

$100,000 Fire at Rochester. 

Rochester, May 23.—Fire, which did 
nt Jenst $190,000 damage,’ broke out 
in the top floor of the building occu- 
pied by Oaks and Calhoun, at 107 
Main street east, yesterday morning. 
Every fire company in Rochester was 
called’ out to fight the flames. 





TIGER KILLED GIRL. 





Youngster Fatally Mauled By One 
That Escaped From Circus. 
Twin Falls, Idaho, May 23.—The 
funeral of four-year-old Ruth Rosell, 
who was killed by a Royal Bengal 
tiger, which escaped from its cage at 
the performance of the Sells-Floto 
circus here Saturday afternoon, will 
be held to-day. Mrs. Rosell, the .mo- 
ther of the child, who was knocked 
down and badly shaken by the ‘tiger, 
is overcome with grief and the shock 
of hor-experience.

Orangeville, May 29.—The Douglas 
case will go on to-day at 10 o'clock, 
with E. F. B. Johnston of Toronto 
chief counsel for the accomplice of 
Jackson. He will arrive this morning, 
and it is understood will at once go 
to the court house, where he will tight 
tooth and nail the crown’s evident 
purpose of bringing Douglas to trial. 

Public feeling is still at fever heat, 
but it is generally understood that de- 
spite all protests from the citizens and 
the country at large, Douglas will go 
free, in fact, it is openly stated that 
the trial will not Inst half an hour, 

Mr. Johnston stated that he had 
been retained in the case from the 
first, and that ho intended to take 
the stand that Douglas should not, 
nor could not. come to trinl after he 
hed beon ‘used as a material witness 
egainst Jackson, first at the inquest, 
again at the extradition, and again 
before the grand jury. 

“Never,” said the lawyer, “in the 
whole history of the crown has such 2 
course been pursued. Why, it would 
be a great breach of honor on the part 
of the crown to hear and use a man’s 
statement neainst him. It has. never 
been done in any case before whore 
an accomplice wis afterwards tried 
on his own story, I don't believe the 
crown will attempt to bring Douglax 
to trial, and I certainly-will object to 
anv trial at all. < 

“T have too much confidence in Mr. 
Whitney, as Attorney-General of thix 
province to think that he would go 
Against all precedents in this country 
and in England, by ordering a trial. 
It would be a great breach of honor 
on his part, and TI nm eure that he 
will not listen to the clamor of public 
opinion. He is too shrewd a man to 
use a statement given in confidence 
to the crown against a man in Doug- 
las’ position. 

“Hf it were not for Dourlas the 
crown would have had‘no case against 
Jackson.”

Peers, as was Queen 
Caroline, of unhappy yond & But, 
unless’ expressly “exempted by law, 
Her Majesty is as much a subject. of 
the King na any other lady in his 
wide dominions, The reason of the 
immemorial law which made the 
Queen Consort of the reigning mon- 
arch a femme sole in legal matters, 
is supposed to be the neccssity that 
the sovercign, being immersed in af- 
fairs of state, should not be worried 
by domestic matters, 

A Favored Queen. 

Queen Alexandra is more favored 
than any other consort who ever shar- 
ed the British throne. She is the 
only lady member of the most exalt- 
ed order of English chivalry—a de- 
grec of “Lady of the Garter’ being 
especially created for her, A new 
verse has been added to the National 
Anthem in her honor. She can ride 
by the side of her royal husband in 
the great coach of state, which no 
Queen Consort of England has ever 
done before. In fact, in honor of 
his beautiful Queen, Edward VII. 
has torn precedents to tatters. In- 
deed, the King was never a respecter 
of precedent, ns he showed when he 
lighted n cigar in the sacred hall of 
the Middle Temple, where he attend- 
ed the wedding of one of the Roth- 
gchilde—the first time a Jewish cere- 
mony had been so honored — and 
when he resigned from a certain cole- 
brated club which had presumed to 
blackball the late Mr. Cocil Rhodes. 

Her Own Household. 

Her Majesty has, of course, her 
own houschold. quife separate from 
that of the Kine.f It comprises a 
Lord Chamberlain (Lord Colville of 
Culross), Vice-Chamberlain (Earl of 
Gosford), Treasurer (Earl de Grey), 
and Private Secretary (Hon. Sidney 
Greville), among the gentlemen, The 
ladies of the household include a Mis- 
tross of the Robes (the Duchess of 
Buccleuch). five Ladies of the Bed- 
chamber, four Bedchamber women, 
and four Maids of Honor. 

Though the ancient privilece of 
“queen-gold” is never claimed now, 
Queen Alexandra has some quaint 
perquisites. For instance, if-a whale 
is caught off the British consts, the 
tail mart of him belongs to the Queen, 
the King taking the head. -The Arch- 
bishop of York is her chaplain in 
perpetuity, It is interesting to know 
that thourh the Queen is a subject 
of her husband, none of His Majesty's 
courts may fine her or cast her in 
damages. ’ 

Numberless Automobile. 

In common with the King, the 
Queen enjoys the privilege of riding 
in a numboerless motor-car. Not long 
ago an officious country policeman 
stopped the royal motor because it 
bore no number-plate. On learning 
whom he had held up, he was ready 
to faint with confusion, but the Queen 
reassured him and drove off smiling. 

It is high treason to nlot against 
the Queen's life while His Majesty 
is alive, though it would cense to be 
so after the demise of the King. 
Should Queen Alexandra survive his 
present Majesty, an annuity of > 
000 will be hers, on which to k up 
the state and dignity proper*to a 
qneen~lowager. 

In the very unlikely event of Her 
Majesty wishing to marry again, sho 
would be perfectly nat liberty to do 
so, provided that the bridegroom did 
not mind having all his property for- 
feited to the Crown. A special license 
from the reigning King is necessary 
to the re-marriage of a queen-dowager.
